A PRIMER ON GRADING 

First of all there are a few who | 
don’t agree on various grading | 
opinions. In others some haven't | 
had much experience, therefore | 
occasions arise, whereas ome 
purchased are rejected, or coins 
offered for sale or trade are re-| 
turned etc. Actually anyone is 
entitled to grade his own coins | 
as he sees it. But as a general | 
standard which has been accepted 
by most all collectors and dealers. 
The following is an outline guide: 
Most coins with raised lettering 
and high points such as(Liberty) 
on the Indian cent, Lincolns (ear) 
and the wheat lines, (we) on 2 
cent piece the (knee, shield and 
date) on standing Liberty quar- 
ters wear the fastest and are 
good points to check when grad- 
ing. Other type coins such as 
large cent, Liberty nickel, Mor- 
gan dimes, quarters and halves 
which have Liberty pressed in 
wear less. 

A coin considered good should 
have most all border rims with 
date mint mark and legend vis- 
able. 

A coin considered Very Good, 
has full border rims, clear date 
and mint mark and most of leg- 
end clear. Usually part of Liberty 
shows. 

A Fine coin shows some wear 
but all lettering, date, marking 
and Liberty should be clear. 

A coin Very Fine shows a little 
or no wear.

Bronze Sestertius of Caracalla struck in Britain 206-210 A.D. 


In the year 211 A.D., 


the Roman emperor, Lucius Septimius Sev- 


erous, died while campaigning in Britain. His successors were his two 
sons, Geta and Caracalla. The reason why the coins of Geta are 
searcer than those of Caracalla is of interest to numismatists. 

Geta and Caracalla inherited the throne of Severus as co-emper- | 


ors, as was the desire of their father. 
ous of his brother and successfully arranged for the murder of Geta. 
The act of simply removing his brother was insufficient to satisfy | 


Caracalla, however, was jeal- 


the worthless Caracalla. He next ordered that all statues of Geta | 


should be 


taken down, all inscriptions pertaining to his glory be re- 


moved from public places, and all coins bearing his portrait be 


melted down. 


This naturally caused the coins of Geta to become | 
more difficult for the collector to obtain than those of Caracalla who 


ordered new coins to be struck from the melted silver with his own | 


effigy on the obverse. 


Caracalla did not confine his savage acts to his brother. 


He fur- | 


ther ordered the executions of some twenty thousand persons who | 
were suspected of being in opposition to his methods of gaining | 
sole control of the Roman Empire. 


The profligacy of 


Caracalla was eventually brought to an abrupt | 


end by Macrinus, one of his soldiers, who ordered the assassination | 
of the treacher ous son of Septimus Severus in the year 217 A.D. |
